Lady Bird in 
Two Talks 
Arkansas

Mrs. Lyndon Baines Johnson, 


a hard-working First Lady on 
the campaign trail, swept into 
Fort Smith and Little Rock 
Tuesday, dedicating a national 
memorial and a home for re- 
tired teachers. 


She came as Lady Bird, a vet- 


eran campaigner, and, much 
like the President, she headed 
for the crowds as soon as she 
alighted from her motorcade. 


The crowds loved her. They 


cheered enthusiastically, 
beg- 


ging for a handshake, while 
bands blared the Democratic 
Party campaign theme, "Hello, 
Lyndon." 


But Mrs. Johnson, losing to a 


tight schedule, was more than 
an hour late at each of her des- 
tinations, and many persons 
among the t h o u s a n d s that 
turned out to see her had gone 
by the time she arrived at each 
stop. 


She wore a smile, but was ob- 


viously worn and weary from 
the two - day campaign trip 
through Texas, Oklahoma, Indi- 
ana and Arkansas. 


"Hello, Lady Bird" and "Wel- 


come, Lady. Bird" 
banners, 


"LBJ for the USA" and "John- 
son-Humphrey for the* USA" 
placards acclaimed the First 
Lady and the Democratic na- 
tional ticket. 
. 


Mrs. Johnson captivated the 


audiences with her Southern ac- 
cent, her praise for Arkansas, 
its officials, and her sentiment- 
al gifts. 


She handed an ancient school 


bell to Ralph Jones, president 
of the Arkansas Retired Teach- 
ers Association, in dedicating a 
net yet constructed $1.5 million 
home for retired teachers at 
Little Rock. 


Mrs. Johnson said the bell 


came from a school at Mountain 
Home "just like the little one- 
room school I used to go to." 


She reminded her audience 


that the President is a retired 
school teachers from the Hous- 
ton, Tex., -system. 


At Fort Smith, where about 


5,000 greeted her along a five- 
mile motorcade route and in the 
city, Mrs. Johnson read a pro- 
clamation officially dedicating 
as a historic site the famous 
courthouse of "Hanging Judge" 
Isaac Parker, who frequently 
sent men to the gallows .while 
dispensing justice as a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge in Indian Ter- 
ritory from 1875 to 1896. 


The new campaign gimmick 


—the "whistlestop tour whistle" 
—shrilled amid the applause at 
the high points of Mrs. Johnson's 
speech at Little Rock. 


A few signs boosting Republi- 


can presidential nominee Barry 
Goldwater appeared 
in each 


city, but they were in a vast 
minority. 


Mrs. Johnson told the crowds 


that she was a "Democrat, and 
proud of it" and she said Arkan- 
sas has a powerful Democratic 
delegation in Congress. All of 
the members of the delegation 
were with Mrs. Johnson on one 
or the other of her stops in 
Arkansas.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


legislature took a look at voter 
registration in a special session 
last March and decided, over 
protests from the League of 
Women Voters, in favor of an 
annual registration system. 


The system the legislature 


chose was ruled unconstitution- 
al by the Arkansas Supreme 
Court because it eliminated the 
poll tax as a requirement for 
voting. The court said this could 
be done only by amendment; 
that the legislature couldn't do 
it by statute. 


This left Arkansas without 


registration s y s t e m and the 
league and the Committee for 
Voter Registration stepped in. 
an amendment, setting up a 
3 ballot. 


It is Amendment 54 and it has 


the endorsement of Gov. Orval 
E. Faubus and Winthrop Rock- 
efeller. 


Until last week it had no 


open opposition, but Dave Witt, 
a Little Rck attorney, formed 
a group to seek its defeat. Witt 
said he favors an annual system 
similar to that embodied in the 
unconstitutional Act 19 of 1964. 


Amendment 54 will eliminate 


the poll tax as a requirement 
for voting. It requires compari- 
son of signatures to safeguard 
against illegal voting. It has 
provision for a periodic purge 
of voting rules to guard against 
voting by persns who have 
.moved away or died. 


Proponents c o n t e n d the 


amendment will be a conven- 
ience for the voter because, as 
long as he continues to vote reg- 
uarly, one registration will last 
him a lifetime. 


It wuld permit registration 


up to 20 days before an election. 
Under the current poll tax sys- 
tem, a voter must qualify al- 
most a full year before the an 
nual school e l e c t i o n ,
